CTORIA., like other ¢ities,-has.its de- 

ferred claims against the senior goy- 
ernments under one heading or another, 
but that is not basically what is involved 
{n a “capital city” which the 
words-imply has to do with the develop. 
ment of a provincial capital andthe seat 
of British Columbia government..A wise 
and far-sighted Jaying of plans for public 
buildings, with adequate and convenient 
accommodation for provincial offices 
housing and other developments such as 
are made necessary through the concen- 
tration of a civil service: provision of an 
adequate- provincial museum, with an 
ample auditorium; beautification of the 
capital, its parks and approaches—all of 
these things, from the-harest-of-essentials 
to the most ornate embellishments, take 
ona double meaning in any “capital city” 
prozram.

No Help from Ottawa 


KYA discussion is proceeding on the 
proposal_to station a fireboat—in 
Victoria harbor for the protection of the 
waterfront, it is useful to note that_by co- 
Incidence the question of providing fire- 
boats for national harbors has_cecently 
been debated briefly in the House of Com- 
mons. The outeome=scarcely encourages 
hope for federal assistance in anything of 
the sort here. 

‘Bhe issue was raised in Parliament 
when reference was made to a recent 
serious fire in St. John harbor, confined 
on board the ship in which it occurred 
The minister. of—transport was asked if 
the government, through the national har- 
bors board or any other agency had con- 
sidered providing or assisting in providing 
a fireboat for that port, The reply given 
to the House by the minister's parliamen- 
tary assistant was: «Since fire protection 
is a municipal responsibility, no fire fight- 
ing hoat is at present heing considered 
for either the harbor of St. John or any 


other harbor in Canada.” The assistant to 
the minister confirmed that the govern- 
ment subsidizes~ Vancouver's fireboat to 
the tune >of $25.000, and that there are 
navy firehoats at Halifax and St. John's 
Newfoundland, maintained.strictly for the 
use of the navy. There is no other-govern- 
ment-owned fireboat, in operation in any 
other harbor in Canada, he added 

It seems clear from this that the Do- 
minion government would be unlikely to 
entertain a request from Victoria for 
financial assistance in the purchase or up- 
keep of a fireboat for this port. The ex- 
pense, both initial and continuing, would 
he the city’s own. Since the $25,000 men- 
tioned in the case of Vancouver represents 
only the government's contribution to an- 
nual unkeep, the cost in Victoria's case 
obviously would be much more than the 
city could reasonably afford, particularly 
in view of the lack of evidence of neces- 
sity to add at public expense to the fMoat- 
ing pumping units already in operation 
here under private ownership, 


Sweet Tooth at the Theatre 


HAT has become almost an occupa- 

“tional disease among theatregoers 
is the steady crunching of candy that ac- 
companies the stage offering. Where once 
a hand was inserted gingerly into a bag 
and the transfer to the mouth done sur- 
reptitiously, now the whole transaction is 
open and unembarrassed. Not many can 
now look daggers at ghbors who rustle 
cellophane coverings, for the habit is 
widespread. The total result does not en- 
hance an evening's artistic enjoyment and 
is none too complimentary to the players 
concerned. 

Candy is bad enough but when to 
steady chewing there is added the noisy 
consumption of popcorn and other culin- 
ary divertissements a theatre sometinies 
resembles a dining saloon. One micht even 
wonder on occasion whether people go to 
a theatre to be enfertained or to he fed 
It is true this gastronomic custom reaches 


its peak at movie showings, where per- 
haps the damage to art is not so seriotis, 
hut even there enjoyment mav be badly 
spoiled. Especially is this true when 
juveniles run rampant on a candy spree. 

Quite apparently, however, theatre 
managements do not view this develop- 
ment with disfavor. In large part they 
are responsible for it since they tempt 
their patrons by the candy stands to be 
found now in almost all theatres. It might 
be said that some people would take their 
sweets into the theatres in any case, and 
so they would, but the consumption would 
not he nearly on the scale it now i 
Neither would be the annoyance to ser 
ous theatregoers. No doubt these candy 
stands are a profitable sideline, yet they
